Dr. Wade, a prominent horticulturist 
of Edmonton, Is staying at the Domin¬ 
ion hotel. He la a former student of 
Arts and Science of Bartholomew’s 
Hospital and King's College, lanndon'. 
HngianU. a Master of Arts and a Doc¬ 
tor of Science. For -hla researches In 
the district of the Mackensle river and 
In ALhabusca the Royal Geographical 
Society o f England conferred upon him 
their fellowship. The Smlthonlan In¬ 
stitute at Washington also In like man¬ 
ner made Mimr“frtlwu«of the Geo¬ 
graphical Society of America. 

When exploring within the Arctic zone 
on the Mackensle river, he received on 
the Ind of January following the out- 
break o f the Boer w ar an Invitation^ 
accompanied with an offer qf’a com¬ 
mission from a general of the “British 
army to go to the front. Without hes¬ 
itation he prepared for his walk of 
1.700 miles In Edmonton from the ex¬ 
treme north of Mackensle. through 
Athabasca and the northern portion of 
Alberta to Edmonton. ‘ He arrived In 
Edmonton In May but had at the last 
moment to put off going to South Af¬ 
rica owing to a dislocation of his shoul¬ 
der on the last stag* of his long Jour¬ 
ney. and as no help wrui Hose at hand 
Its reduction was delayed for almost 
two days. The setting of tfc» arm by 
the Indian* wra* not quite successful 
The dislocation has permanently In¬ 
jured hi* right arm. 

The doctor with n temperature of 8b 
degrees below Kern, started on the ‘Srd 
of January for Edmonton. On the third 
day through lack of food, his dogs be¬ 
gan to play out. Only one dog was 
left on the *txth day. From this time 
on he had to drag Ms own sleigh with 
the straps over his shoulders and the 
deer *kln strap hound around hla fore¬ 
head. He was c.gnpelled at this Junc¬ 
ture to leave his sleeping bag on the 
trail. . From the Arctic sone to Edmon¬ 
ton he wearily dragged hie sleigh. On 
the l««ng Journey he had an attack of 
snow-blindness which lasted four days. 
For three and a hglf days on one oc¬ 
casion he had nothing to eat. Fish 
.formed his »mly diet for twenty-seven 
consecutive days. Just aa he reached 
Athabasca lake he was seised with an 
attack of dysentry. at a distance of *00 
miles from Edmonton. There were no 
inhabitants near. He wag however, 
abb- to r*ach an Indian ramp In the 
end the lost part of the distance being 
made «»n hla hands and knee*.
